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1. I HAVE EMPHASIZED TO FAHMY THAT THE EGYPTIANS 
SHOULD START THINKING ABOUT THE PRACTICAL PROBLEMS 
OF TAKING OVER THE ABU RODEIS OIL FIELDS FROM THE 
ISRAELIS ONCE THE AGREEMENT IS BEING IMPLEMENTED. 

HE IS FULLY AWARE THAT ANY BREAK IN THE OPERATIONS 
WILL SUBSTANTIALLY DELAY EGYPT OBTAINING THE DESIRED 
BENEFITS. I POINTED OUT THAT CERTAIN EQUIPMENT SHOULD 
REMAIN IN CONTINUOUS OPERATION. HE AGREED AND 
AGAIN EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT THE ISRAELIS, 

DESPITE THEIR PROMISE TO US, WILL SABOTAGE SOME OF 
THE EQUIPMENT. HE ONCE AGAIN ASKED THAT YOU STRESS 
THE POINT TO RABIN THAT ANY SUCH DESTRUCTION OF OIL 
PRODUCING INFRASTRUCTURE NOT BE ALLOWED. I TOLD 
HIM I WAS SURE YOU WOULD AGAIN DO SO. I ALSO STRESSED 
TO HIM THAT WE ARE NOT PROPOSING ANYTHING, NOR ARE 
WE COMMITTED TO ANYTHING, BUT THE SECRETARY HOPES 
FAHMY WILL BE ABLE TO DISCUSS SOME OF THESE IMPORTANT 
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2. ACCORDING TO FAHMY' CONCEPT, THERE SHOULD BE 
WHAT HE CALLED SIMULTANEIOUS DEPARTURE AND EGYPTIAN/ 

UNEF ARRIVAL IN ABU RUDEIS AREA. THEREAFTER, 

UNEF CAN LEAVE AND THE EGYPTIAN TECHNICAL PERSONNEL AND, 
WHERE APPROPRIATE FOREIGN CONCESSIONAL TECHNICIANS CAN BE 
BROUGHT IN TO SEE WHAT NEEDS TO BE DONE. I SUGGESTED THAT, 

IF HE HAD NOT YET DONE SO, IT MIGHT BE USEFUL TO GET IN 
TOUCH WITH MINPET HILAL TO ASCERTAIN IF LATTER HAS 
TECHNICAL PLANS FOR TAKEOVER. FAHMY CLAIMED HILAL READY TO 
SEND OWN PEOPLE WHENEVER INSTRUCTED TO DO SO, BUT THEN DECISED 
IT MIGHT NOT BE BAD IDEA TO CALL HILAL AND ALERT HIM 
TO DRAW UP TECHNICAL PLANS. 

3. (NOTE: AMOCO REPS, WHO WILL EVENTUALLY RUN 
OFFSHORE SINAI FIELDS, HAVE EARLIER TOLD US 
INFORMALLY THAT BEFORE THEY TAKE OVER 
OPERATIONS AT ABU RUDEIS, WHENEVER THIS MIGHT TAKE 
PLACE, THEY WOULD PROPOSE TO SHUT DOWN THE FIELDS 
TO TAKE PRESSURE READINGS AND DEVELOP CONVERSATION 
PLAN. ENDNOTE. 

4. RE MESSAGE TO SAUDIS, MARWAN DEPARTED 

FOR BAHRAIN YESTERDAY MORNING JUST BEFORE THE 
SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL. ITALKED TO FAHMY ABOUT 
THE DESIRABILITY OF A MESSAGE TO THE SAUDIS FROM THE 
PRESIDENT EXPLAINING WHY THE SECRETAR COULD NOT 
COME ON AUGUST 27 AND THE IMPORTANCE OF NOT 
INTERRUPTING THE SHUTTLE AT THIS JUNCTURE. FAHMY 
SAID HE WAS SURE THE SAUDIS WOULD UNDERSTAND. 

AS WE WERE TALKING, THE PRESIDENT TELEPHONED AND 
FAHMY PASSED THE THOUGHT TO HIM. HE SUBSEQUENTLY 
TOLD ME THAT THE PRESIDENT WILL SEND SUCH A MESSAGE 
TO KING KHALID, POINTING OUT THE CIRITCAL IMPORTANCE 
OF GETTING THE AGREEMENT FINISHED WITHOUT DELAY 
AND INDICATING THAT THE SECRETARY HOPES TO VISIT 
SAUDI ARABIA AT THE END OF THE PRESENT SHUTTLE 
ONCE THE AGREEMENT IS COMPLETED. 
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
